Hoſe things which God did make firſt in the beginning 
without means, He now preſerveth by Means, and 
therefore he Hath placed Nature in the World, which 
by motion acts in all things, according to the quality of 
the thing acted upon; as fire acts upon Wood to make a fire to 
warm one by, or the like; therefore as the cauſe of Diſeaſes 
is to be underfiood to be Natural , ſo is their Cures alſo to be 
effected in a Natural way: and if you do but conſider the Unis 
verſe as one united Body , and Man an Epitomy of this body, 
it will ſeem ſtrange to none but Mad-men and Fools, that the 
Stars ſhould have influence upon the Body of Min, conſidering 
he being an Epitomy of the Creation , muſt needs have a Ce- 
leſtial world within humſelf : For to wind the linngsa little 
higher, If there be a Trinity in the Deity (which is denied by 
none but Ranters ) then muſt there be a Trinity alſo in all his 
Works; If there be an Unity in the God-head , there muſt 
needs be an Unity in all kis Works , anda dependency between 
them, and not that God made the Creation to hang togethes 
like Ropes of Sand, So God made but one World, and yet in 
this one World a Trinity; Firſt Elementary , which is loweſt : 
Secondly, Celeſtial, which is next above that: Thirdly, Intel- 
leftual , which is higheſt in degree, and happy, yea, thtice hap- 
Py, is he that attains to it. If then Man be capable of the Intel- 
lectual World, as baving an Epitomy of that in himſelf , where- 
by be knowes that there is a God, and that God made this 
Wotld, and governeth it now he hath made it; that there are 
Angels, and that he hath an immottal Spirit in himſelf , which

the Elements; muſt he not alſo by the ſame Rule have an Epi- 
tomy of the Celeſtial World within himſelf, by which he ſearchs 
eth out the Motion and Courſe of the Celeſtial Bodies, and what 
their Influence is upon the Elements, and Elementary Bodies. 
He that denies this, let him alſo deny that the whole World 
was made for Man, that ſo the World may ſee what he is, it 
is palpable to thoſe that fear God, and are converſant either in 
his Word, or in his Works, that every inferiour World is go- 
verned by its ſupetiour, and receives Influence from it. God 
himſelf the only Firſt-Being, the Maker and Diſpoſer of all 
things, governs the Celeſtial World by the Intellectual; name- 
ly, the Angels; He governs the Elementary World, and all 
Elementary Bodies, by the Celeſtial World, namely, the Stars; 
and that's the reaſon the Influence of the Stars teacheth not to 
the Mind or Rational part of Man, becauſe it is an Epitomy of 
the Intellectual World which is a ſupericur to them. But be- 
cauſe there is now ſome Diſpute about it (I ſhould have ſaid 
Cavilling) by ſuch as would fain bave their Knaveries hidden, 
and therefore they would fain have the Stars made to Rop bottles, 
or elſe for the Angels to play at Bowls with, when they had no- 
thing elſe to do, but not rule the Elementary World, no, by no 
means. We ſhall prove they tule over the Elementary World, 
firſt by Scripture, ſecondly by Reaſon, 

| Firſt, by Scripture ; I beſeech you read in the fiſt place 
Geneſis 1. 14, 15, 16, 17, 18. Verſes, And God ſaid, Let 
there le Lights in the Firmament of the Heaven, to divide the 
Day from the Night ; And let them be for SIGNS, and for 
SEASONS, and for DAIES, and YE ARS. And let them be 
For Lights in the Firmament of the Heaven to give /ight upon 
Earth: and it nat ſo, And God made two great Lights, the 
greater Liphtto XLE the Day, and the leſſer Light to RULE 
the Night. He madd the Stars alſo, and ſet them in the Firma-

ment of the Heaven to give light upon Earth. And to RULE over 
the day, and over the night, and to divide the ligbt from darkneſs, 
To this place alſo anſwers that in the 136. Pſalm. He made the Sun 
to RULE by Day, and the Moon and Stars to RULE by night. In 
theſe Scriptures God ſaith he made them to Rule, He ſet them for 
Signs, therefore they muſt Ggnifie ſomething : He ſet them alſo 
for Seaſons, for Dayes, and for Tears: The Scriptures ate ſo clees 
they need no Expoſition, | 

But let us ſee a little what Reaſon ſaith to the buſineſs; It is 
palpable and apparent, That all Elementary Bodies never ſtand 
at a ſtay, but either are encreaſing or decreafing ; It is as appa- 
rent that the Celeſtial Bodies ate not changed, but remain the ve- 
ry ſame they were at the firſt Creation; and if ſo, the Elementa- 
ry Bodies muſt needs be by Nature Paſſive, becauſe they are ſub- 
je& to change; and the Celeſtial Bodies Active, becauſe they 
change not, Aga Carpenter, when he hews a Timber-log,theTim- 
ber-log muſt needs change form according as tis hewed, but the 
Carpenter himſelf changeth not, 

Secondly, Conſider that all Time is meaſured out by Mo- 
tion, and that the Original of all Motion is in the Heavens, for 
it is the Motion of the Sun which cauſeth Day and Night , Sum- 
mer, Winter, Spring, and Harveſt : From which converſion of 
Times and Years, all changes proceed, both Heat and Cold, 
Dryneſs and Moiſture ; by which four is cauſed Life and Death, 
Generation and Putrifaction, encreaſe and decreaſe of Ele- 
mentary things; for the Elementary World is the Womb of 
all Elementary Creatures, both Animals, Minerals, and Vege- 
tables, it conceives them, and noutiſhes and cheriſheth them 
being conceived : This Womb is alwayes fall of uſeful mat- 
ter, fit for the forming, encteaſing, and conſerving Bodies, whe- 
ther Animal, Mineral, or Vegetable ; the Sun gives a Vital 
Seed, and ſtitts up all to Motion and Action, quickens, and de- 
tends what it hath quickned, The Moon ſubminiſtets moiſture 
to preſerve what the Sun hath generated from the ſcorching 
Heat, which is cauſed by Motion : Both Sun and Moon make 
uſe of the other five Planets (even as the Heatt and Brain make 
uſe 0: the Liver, Spleen, Gall, &c, in the Body of Man) for the 
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effecting and varying things below, and tempering them divers 
waies according to their ſeveral Motions, elle all the things ge- 
nerated in the Elementary world, would be of one Nature and 
Quaality , and then the World could not ſubſiſt; for Man having 
all Qualities in him, cannot ſubſiſt without any one of them. He, 
and be only, is a Phyſitian, that knowes which of theſe Quali- 
ties offends , by which of the Celeſtial Bodies it is cauſed , and 
how ſafely and ſpeedily to remedy it; all the reſt that practiſe 
Phyſick are but Monntebarks, For there is no queſtion to be 
made, but that all Diſeaſes have their Original from ſuper-abun- 
dance or deficiency of Heat, Coldneſs, Dryneſs or Moiſture , 
and that the Elements barely from themſelves can canſe this, is 
an opinion more fitting for an Hog- herd than a Phyloſopher : for 
whatſoever is begotten, muſt have a matter to be begotten of, as 
well as ſomethirg to beget it, and this matter muſt be proper to 
receive Form, for Man cannot make a Timber-log of a Turf, nor 
a Book of an Egg-ſhel, therefore this matter muſt Naturally be 
affeted to ſuffer whatſoever Form the Author pleaſeth to give 
it. The Author of every Generation muſt be altogether active, 
not ſubject to any adverſe Principles, that ſo he may not run 
out of one thing into another before he hath finiſhed , and this 
is proper to the Sun, Moon, and Stats. This will be denied by 
none that have lived 2 Rational man but one Summer, and one 
Winter, ard felt a difference of heat and coldneſs, dryneſs and 
moiſture, cauſed by the Nearneſs and Remoteneſs of the Sun, 
and ſeen the difference of ſpringing , encreafing and decaying of 
things upon Eatth in thoſe times: for when we ſee the Load. 
None draw Iron, it ſhews plainly, that Nature hath given it 
efficacy ſo to do. So when we ſee theſe things done by the Hea- 
vens, we muſt needs think Nature hath given the Heavens pow- 
er to do ſo; and ſeeing thoſe qualities, heat, coldneſs, dryneſs 
and moiſture, are contrary the one to the other, of neceſſity 
ſometimes the one muſt yield, and ſometimes the other; and 
thence comes the Procreaticn, Cortuption, and Viciſſitude of 
things below; and ſeeing all likes rejoyce in their likes, and 
diſagree with their diſlikes, there muſt needs be ſomething in 
the Heavens agreeable to all this, therefore ſome pait of the | 

| Heavens 
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To the Reader, 


Heavens is faid to be hot, ſome cold, ſume dry, and ſome moiſt, 
not becauſe they are ſo in themſelves, but becauſe they work ſuch 
Effects in Elementary Bodies, as is evident to the experience of 
them that ſearch after it. 

We have noi ſhewed you what a Phyſitian ought to be in res 
ſpeR of Knowledg in the Celeſtial World: I ſhall only now ſhew 
you in a word or tivo what Knowledge he ought to have in the Ele- 
_ and Intellectual World, and that very briefly, and ſo con- 
clude, 

As in the Celeſtial World he ought very carefully to heed the 
Oppoſitions ard great CopjurRions of the Planets, the Eclipſes 
of the Luminaries , the Quarteily Ingreſſes of the Sun, and the 
Criſis of Diſeaſes , ſo in the Elementary world he ought to heed 
the Seaſons of the Year,whether they be hotter, colder, drier, mois 
fer than they ſhould be; he ought to be very well skilled in Fe- 
getables and Minerals, and how the Earth brings them faith, what 
is the Office of the Centra Sun, and what is the Office of the Ce- 
leſtial Sun; what is the Office of the Central Moon, and What the 
Office of the Celeſtial Moon in the production of things here be- 
low; and how, and by what Mediums they perform it. | 
. Laflly, In the Intellectual World, he ought to be very frequent, 
fearing God, and eſchewing evil, for into his hands as the means, 
bath the Eternal God of Heaven and Earth put the lives of thoſe 
Chciſtians whom he loved ſo well, that he redeemed them by the 
Blood of his only begotten Son. Let him be very ſtudious in thoſe 
great Books of God, the Book of the Scrizture, and the Book of tbe 
Creatures ; let the Glory of God, and the good of the Creature be 
his whole Aim, neither let ſuch a Monſter as Coverouſveſs have 
the leaſt entertainment in his Heart, let them be no teſpectet of 
Perſons, but go as willingly to the Poor for nobing, as to the Rich 
for reward, Knowing, That be that giveth ts the Poor, lendeth to 
the Lord, and he (hall be ſure to have a good Pay-maſter. To

Shall deſire thee, who , ever thou 
art that intendeſt the Noble 
(though too much abuſed) Rudy of 
Phyfick, to mind heedfully thete fol- 
lowing rules, which being well un- 
derſtood, ſhew thee the Key of Galen 
and Hippocrates their Method of Phy- 
ſick, He that uſe: h their Method, and 
is not heedful of theſe rules, may 
ſoon Tinker-like, Mend one hole, and 
make two: Cure one Diſeaſe, and 
cauſe another more deſperate. 

That then thou maieſt underſtand 
what J intend. It is to diſcovet in a 
general way the manifeſt Verrues of 
Medicines, 

I ſay of the manifeſt Vertue, and 
Qualiries viz. Such as are obvious to 
the Senſes, efpecially to the taſte and 
ſmell, For it hath been the practice 
of moſt Phyſitians (1 ſay not of all) 


| are minded to ſtudy a reaſon, Why 
an herb, plant, &c. hath ſuch an ope · 
ration, or produceth ſuch an etfec 
in the Body of man; It doth ic by an 
hidden quality: For they not mind- 
ing the whole Creation, as one uni- 
red Body, not knowing what belongs 
to Aſtral Iaſtuence, not regarding that 
excellent harmony the only wiſe 
God hath made in a compoſition ef 
contraries(in the knowledge of which

The Brain which is the Scat of 
Apprehenfion, Judgement and Me= 
mory, the original of ſenſe and mo- 
tion, is by nature temperate; and if 
ſo then you will grant me that it 
may eaſily be afflicted both by heat 
and cold, and it is indeed more ſub- 
ject to afflictions by either of chem, 
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to 2 by other Symptoms which in» 
yade the head, if the Brain be altered 
from irs proper temper, 
Alſo this is peculiar to the Brain, 
that it is delighted or offended by 
ſmells, fights and ſounds : bur I ſhall 
meddle no further with theſe here, 
becauſe they ate not medicines, 
Cephalical medicines may be found 
out trom the affections of the Brain 
itſelf, The Brain is uſually oppreſ- 
led with moiſture in ſuch afflictions, 
therefore give ſuch medicines as yery 
gently warm, cleanſe , cut and dry:

Vehengent hear and vehement cold, 
are inimical to the Teeth, bur they 
are moſt of all offended by ſharp 
and ſour things, and the reaſon 
i;s becauſe they have neither Skin 
not Fleſh to cover them, they de- 
light in ſuch Medicines as are clean- 
ſing and binding, becauſe they are 
troubled with defluxions and Rheum;

Medicines to be found out, and 
by theſe two is the Spleen uſually 
afflicted : for Atra bilis (I know not 
what aiſtin& Engliſh name to give 
it) many times cauſes Madnels, and 
pureMelancholly cauſech obſtruQions 
of the Bowels and Tumors, whereby 
the conce&ion of the bloed is vicia- 
ted, and dropſies many times follow. 

Medicines then peculiar to the 
Spleen, muſt needs be raotold alſo, 
ſome appropriated rOAtra bilis, others 
to pure Melancholly; but of purging 
either of them, I ſhall omit till I 
come to treat of Purging in a Chap- 
ter by it ſelf. 

1. Such Medicines are Spenical, 
which by cooling and moeiſtening 
remper Atra bi/zs : let not theſe Me- 
dicines be too cold neither, for there 
is no uch hear in Atra bil is as there 
is in choler, and therefore it needs 
no ſuch exceſſiye cooling: amongſt 
the number of theſe are ſuch as we 
mentioned amongſt the Cercials to 
repel Melarcholly Vapors from the 
Heart, ſuch remper and aſſwage the 
Malice of Atra hilis. 

2. Thoſe Medicines ore alſo Sple- 
nical, by which Mclancholly humor; 
are corrected and ſo prepared , that 
they may the more czfily be evacu- 
ated 2 {uch Medicines ate cutting and 
opening, and they differ from Hepr= 
ticals in this» That they ate no 
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wa yes binding; for the Spleen be- 
ing no wayes addicted to concection, 
binding Medic ines do ig harm, and 
not good. 

3 Sometimes the Spleen is not on- 
ly obſtraRed , bur alſo hardened by 
Melancholly humors , and in ſuch 
caſes Emollient Medicines may b:

Medicines appropriated to the 
Joynts are called by che name of A.-

The Joynts, ſeeirg they are very 
nervous, require medicines which arc 
f heating and drying nature, with 
gentle binding, and withal, ſuch as 
by a peculiar vertue ate appropriated 
to them, and add ſtrength to chem. It 
is true, moſt Cephalicks do ſo, yet be- 
cauie the Joynts are more remote 
from the Center, they require ſtron- 
ger Medicines. 

For removing pains in the Joynts 
this is the Method of proceeding. 

Pain is either taken away or caſed; 
for the true cure is to take away the 
cauſe of the pain, ſometime, the ve- 
hemency of che pain is fo great, char 
you muſſ be forced to uſe Anodtnes, 
(for ſo Phyſitians call ſuch medicines 
as caſe pain) before you can meddle 
with the cauſe, and this is ufually 
when the part pained is inflimed, 
for thoſe medicines which take a- 
way the cauſe of pain being very 
hot, if there be any Inflammation in 
the part pained, you muſt abſtain 
from them. cill che Inflammation be 
aken away. 

Alſo the manner of eaſing the pa in 
is rwofold, for if you regard only the 
pain, uſe Azodines, but it you regard 
the inflammaricn, uſe ccoling medi- 
cines, becauſe by them not only the 
heat is aff waged, bur alſo the Flux of 
Blecd to chat part is ſtopped, eſpeci- 
ally if you mix ſome repclling meci- 


theſe in the next Section. 

Only here take notice, That ſuch 
nedicines as take away the cauſe of 
pain from the joy nts are of very thin

Chap. t. Of Emollicat Mediciues. 


He various mixtures of Hear, 

Cold, Drioeſs and moiſture in 

fi nples, mult of neceſſity produce va- 

riety of Faculties, and operations in 

them, which we now come to treat of, 
beginning firſt at Emollients. 

What is hard, and what is ſoft, 
moſt men know, but few are able to 
expreſs. Philoſophers define that to be 
hard, which yields not to touching, & 
ſoft ta the contrary. An Emollient, or 
ſoftaing Med cine (which is all one) 
is ſuch a Medicine as reduceth 3 
hard ſubſtance to its proper tempe- 
ratur. 

But to leave Philoſophy, and keep 
to Phyſick: Phyſitians detcribe hard- 
neſs to be two- fold. 

1. A diſtention or a ſtretching of a 
pirt by too much fulneſs. 

3. Thick humors which are deſti- 
tute of heat, ꝑtow ing hard in that part 
ſo the Body into which they flow. 

So many properties then ought E- 
mollient medicines to have, viz, To 
moiſten what is dry, to diſcuſs what 
is ſtretched, to warm what is con- 
gealed by cold; yer properly, that 
anly is laid to molliſie, which redu- 
ceth a hard ſubſtance to its proper 
temper. 

Drineſs and thickneſs of Humors 
be ing the cauſe of hardneſs, Emolli- 
ent medicines muſt of neceſſity be 
hot and moiſt; and although you 
miy peradventure find ſome of them 

dry in the ſecond or third Degrees, 
yet muſt this dryneſs be tempeted &

Reaſon will tell you that dry Medi- 
cines make hard parts harder. 

Beſides, Scirrhous Humors (in 
which Emollients ate moſt in uſe) 
various Sy np:oms appear, ſo that the 
hardneſs being not ſimple, the Emol - 
lients ate not, nor ought nor to be al- 
wayes one and the ſame: as for ex- 
ample', ſomctimes the ſwelling 2 
bounds with moiſture, and then the 
Medicine mult be dried, not to molli- 
he the (welling, but to conſume the 
moiſture; Sometimes the humor is 
ſo tough, that tempetate Medicines 
will not ſir it, then muſt the Medi- 
cine be the hotter, theſe things are 
accidental according as the humor 
offending is; it follows not for all 
chis, that Emollicnt medicines ſhould 
not be temperately hot and moiſt 
in their own Nature; for general 
Rules, are not to be accounted falſe, 
be cauſe a man muſt ſometimes ſwerve 
from them: for this is the true 
uſe of all Rules, viz. To vary them 
according the various Symptoms of 
the diſeaſe, and herein is the Judg- 
ment of rhe Pkyſitians tried. | 

Laſtly, Mollifying Medicines are 
known, 1. By their taſt. 2. By cheit 
feeling. 

I. In taſt, they ate nc er unto ſweets 
but fat and Oyly, they ate neither 
ſharp, nor auſtere, nor ſour, nor ſalt, 
neither do they manifeſt either bin- 
ding, or vehement heat, or cold co be 
in them.

( Plethors ) or cortupted humours 
which they call ( Cachochymia ) you 
muſt empty the Body of theſe, vis 
fulneſs by bleeding, and corrupt hu- 
ours ot evil Rare of the body , by 
purging before you uſe cleanſing me- 
dicines to the ulcer; clic your cure 
will never proceed ptoſpetouſl y.

Natural heat is che efficient cauſe 
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of Suppuration, neither can it be 
done by any external means.

This is done by ſuck Medicines 
which ate not onely tempetate in 
heat, bur alſoby a gentle viſcoſity, 
fill up or Rop the Pores, that ſo the 
heat of the part afcRed be not ſcat- 
tered. 

For although ſuch things as bind, 
hinder the en ot the Spirits, 
and internal heat: yet chey retain not 
the moiſtute as ſupput ing medicine: 
properly and eſpecially do. 

The heat then of ſuppuring medi- 
cines, is like the internal heat of our 
Bodies, 4 

As things then very hot, ate in- 
grateful either by biting, as Pepper, 
or birrerneſs 2 in ſuppuring medi- 
eines, no biting not binding; no ni- 
rrous quality is perceived by the raft 
(I ſhall give you better fatisfaRidn 
both in this and others by and by.) 

For Reaſon wil tell « man, that 
ſuch things hinder rather than help 
the work of Nature in maturation. 

Yer it follows not from hence, that 
all ſupputing Medicines arc grateful 
to the taſte, for many things gratefiil 
to the raſte provoke yomiting, there» | 
fore why may not the contrary be? 

The moſt frequent uſe of Suppu- 
ration is, to ripen Phicgmone , a ge- 
netal reem Phyſitian s give to all 
Swellings precceding of Blood, be- 
cauſe Natute is very apt to help ſuck 
Cares, and Phyfick is an Art t) help, 
not to hinder Nature.

If in giving them, you fear 2 grea- 
ter Fluxion will come to the part at- 
flicted , mix ſome things with chem, 
which ate medicinal fot the diſeaſe.

Nature, that they contain in them 
a ſubſtance which is inimical both 
to the Stomach and Bowels ; And 
ſome are of opinion this doth good; 
namely, Provokes Nature the more 
to expulſion ; the reaſon might be 
good if the Foundation of it were 
ſo, For by this Reaſon Nature her 
ſelf ſhould purge, not the Medicine ; 
and a Phyſician who takes his name 
from edis, whick ſigniſies Nature, 
ſhould help Nature in her buſineſs, 
and not hinder her. But to forbeat 
being critical, this ſubſtance which 
I rold you was ini mical to the Sto. 
mach, muſt be cortected in every 
Purge. And this is wy third Cau- 
tion. 
Fourthly, the choice of Purging 
Medicines is very difficult, they are 
not Phyfick for every Iguoramus to 
preſcribe , for ſome purge greatly, 
ſome

but duly, and withil , what miſ- 
chief may accrue by giving a Me- 
dicine purging Cholet in a Diſcaſe 
proceeding of Flegm or watry hue 
mots, you may eaſily ſee without a 
pair of Spectacles, that it cannot but 
weaken the Spirits exceedingly, and 
abate Natural heat , which is all 
Nature hath to help her ſelf in ſuch 
a caſe, as alſo hinder the clarifica- 
rien of che, Blood which is done by 
Choler, thereby encreaſing the 
Diſcaſe , and opening a. gap to let 
out life, and let in death; It were 
vais to recire * what miſchief may 
follow the giving of violent Purges 
to weak bodies, or to ſtrang Bodies 


where the humor offending is not 
rough and viſcous, but fluid and eaſie 
to be carried; away » I ſhall touch 
upon them by and by, only here you 
may [et reaſon enough why I am fo 
long ppoo this ſubje&. 
Liſtly., when you perfectly know 
the humor offending, the convenient 
medicine, and fir cortection for it, 
the time and manner of uſing it te- 
mains to be inquired into.

Of correcting of Purging 
Medicines. 


N Purging Medicines are many 
things conſiderable , which arc 
eithet to be helped forwards or cor- 
tected; for of Purges, ſome work too 
ſlowly, others too violently, 
- Or to be a little more diſtin, 
ſome vices of a Putge may be known 
before it is given, and others not 
till after. I ſhall begin with the 
firſt, 

There is this almoſt Properly in 
all Purges, chat they are obnoxious 
to che Stomach , and indeed to Na- 
ture it ſelf,cherefore mix ſome things 
wich them which ſtrengthen the 
Heart and Stomach, 

Again, The gentleſt Purges that 
ate, have one diſcommodity in them, 
That they ate cafily turned to wind; 
therefore mix ſuch things with them 
as expel wind (the former Rules 
amongſt the Simples, will furniſh 
you with enough, and more than 


enough of cicher ) fox although 
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they be not windy of themſelyes, yet 
by cheit heat they ſtirt up wind, 
though they meet with flegm or 
Melancholy, 
Violent Purges by their acrimony 
or ſharp gnawing quality, ate inimis 
cal co the bowels, which muſt in no 
wiſe be cotrected wich Phyſioks ; for 
that will mend them as the Fletcher 
mends his bolt, vi x. Spoil all, and 
that by keeping them ſo long in the 
body ? ſuch things as make ſlippery, 
lenifie, and ſomething thicken, are 
proper cotrigents for them ; ſuch are 
Quince ſceds, Mallows, Gum Trag- 
|canthy and the like. 

Afrer the Purge is given, it may 
offend on either hand, viz, By 
working either not at all, ot not 
violently 2 If ir work not at all, take 
hor Broths; If they will not do the 
deed, uſe a Clyſter. 

Various and manifold are the evils 
that a Purge working too vfolentlyy 
may affli& upen the body of man, 
and very dangerous ; for ſuch may 

roduce theſe, or any of theſe con- 
equences, and poor filly people that 
take them, never know whence they 
comes

For preventing ſuch evils as theſe 
are, (or others whieh perhaps a man 
might find in Authors) accept of 
theſe following Aphoriſms, 

1. Be ſure you ſtrengthen the 
hearr , for if that fail, all will be 
naught. 

2. When you perc.ive your 
Purge works teo violently, you may 
then know Nature hath got an cence 
my chat is too hard for her, there- 
fore make as much haſte as you can 
to expel him , caſe your boly of the 
purge as ſoon as you can, for the 
ongei it ſtays in your body, the more 
inimical it proves, eicher poyſoning 
it, ot leaving ſuch ſymproms behind 
it, as we mentioned even now, which 
may be done by drinking much Bar- 
ley-water ( or for want of it, take 
any warm water thitis clean, as 
Spring water, or the like wherein 
the ſeeds of flower, or Quince ſeeds,
